The prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest a multilayer film comprising a biaxially 
oriented polypropylene layer, a first adhesive layer, and a non-crystallizable, amorphous 
polyester surface layer (claim 35) or the recited method of making said film (claiml). 
Specifically, the DAVIS ET AL references teach the use of crystallizable amorphous polyesters 
in the surface layer and therefore fail to suggest the use of non-crystallizable amorphous 
polyesters in the surface or cap layer.
